Communities  throughout  Montana  are  working  hard  to  build  their 
community  forestry  programs.  Shelby , Twin  Bridges  and  Sheridan 
are  newly  recognized  Tree  City  USA’s.  Tree  City  is  a national 
recognition  program  of  the  National  Arbor  Day  Foundation  and 
recognizes  the  commitment  these  communities  are  making.  Also,  Townsend  and 
Pinesdaie  have  recertified  as  Tree  City  USA’s  after  being  inactive  for  a few  years.  And, 
in  addition  to  being  a Tree  City,  Anaconda,  Billings,  Helena,  Libby,  Missoula  and 
Whitehall  have  earned  Growth  Awards  for  their  extra  hard  work  this  last  year.  For  a 
complete  list  of  this  years  Tree  City  USA  communities  in  Montana,  see  page  five. 


An  important  requirement  of  Tree  City  USA  is  that  communities  adopt  local  tree 
ordinances.  Congratulations  the  City  Councils  of  Shelby  and  Superiorfor  passing  their 
ordinances  last  fall. 


In  other  news,  congratulations  to  the  Fort  Benton  Tree  Board  on  completing  their  Street 
& Park  Tree  Inventory  last  fall.  An  inventory  is  one  of  the  best  tools  for  assessing  needs 
and  planning  for  future  work.  With  information  from  tree  inventories  and  funding  from 
some  creative  sources,  Kalispell  and  Whitefish  have  BIG  plans  for  their  street  and 
boulevard  trees.  Kalispell  -having  established  a Tree  Maintenance  District  last  year, 
has  a large  pruning  contract  to  maintain  more  of  the  city  trees.  Kalispell’s  Street  Tree 
Commission  also  held  a successful  recycling  drive,  called  “Trees  to  Paper  to  Trees” 
which  raised  more  than  $700!  As  for  Whitefish,  a massive  street  reconstruction  project 
funded  by  their  local  bed  tax  is  underway  and  Public  Works  and  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  are  working  closely  to  protect  trees  during  construction,  plant 
new  trees,  and  collaborate  to  ensure  a successful  project. 

Lewistown  hosted  a tree  care  program  which  was  very  well  attended.  This  spring  there 
are  programs  scheduled  again  in  Lewistown  and  also  in  Malta.  Forsyth,  Columbus, 
Red  Lodge,  Broadus,  and  Glasgow  are  also  interested  in  hosting  workshops. 


School  children  in  Wibaux,  Billings,  Huntley,  Vida,  Judith  Gap,  Miles  City,  Glendive 
and  Colstrip  will  be  learning  more  about  trees  and  about  Arbor  Day 
through  programs  we  are  conducting  in  their  classrooms.  If 
you  are  interested  in  a school  program  presented  by  the  DNRC 
Community  Forestry  Staff,  contact  the  office  nearest  you  (they 
are  listed  on  the  back  of  this  newsletter).

ARBOR  DAY  GRANTS  AVAILABLE 


Arbor  Day  in  Montana  is  officially  the  last  Friday  in  April.  By  Governor’s 
Proclamation,  communities,  schools  and  service  organizations  are  urged  to 
observe  Arbor  Day  by  planting  trees  and  other  activities  that  beautify  the 
towns  where  they  live.  The  Montana  Community  Forestry  Program  is  offering 
grants  to  communities  to  assist  with  their  Arbor  Day  celebration. 

Communities  may  apply  for  a $150  dollar  grant  to  plant  a tree  or  perform 
another  activity  for  Arbor  Day.  The  one  page  application  must  be 
accompanied  by  an  Arbor  Day  Proclamation  signed  by  the  mayor  of  the 
community  seeking  the  grant.  For  an  application,  or  for  more  information, 
contact  Paula  Rosenthal,  Montana  Community  Forestry  Program,  at  542-4284.
